former with an inner marginal row of small dark spots and the latter more or less 
suffused with piceons ; sternum black ; abdomen beneath ochraceons, the lateral 
margins more or less black ; legs ochraceons, femora annnlated with black, apices 
of tibie black, tarsi spotted with black ; tegmina ochraceons, sparingly and 
irregularly spotted with black, the spots small, the most prominent being on each 
side of the claval suture (at apex and behind middle), and a few on the costal margin ; 
head short, rounded, about three times as broad as long ; pronotnm finely trans- 
versely striate ; sen tel him moderately obliquely de])ressed at basal area.

paler ; head longer than broad between eyes, centrally moderately longitudinally 
depressed, the apex subacutely rounded; eyes large, obliquely directed backward, 
longer than broad ; pronotnm about as long as head, and twice as broad at base 
as long.
